Americans Under Funston and Me«

pinos at San Fernando—Story 
of Luna’s Death. 


Manila, June 17.—After cutting the 
railroad and telegraph at Apalit, seven 
miles south, for the purpose of severing 
connection, the rebels attacked Gen. 
MacArthur’s lines at San Fernando at 
4:30 Friday morning. They met with 
an unexpectedly warm reception and 
were repulsed with a loss of 75 killed, 
30 prisoners and many wounded. Our 
loss was 14 men wounded, and the ma- 
jority are only slightly hurt. 

Attacked by 5,000 Rebels. 

The rebel force, estimated to have 
numbered. 5,000 nfen, advanced stealth- 
ily from the jungle north of the city, 
and then divided with the evident pur- 
pose of surrounding the Americans. 
The outposts of the Iowa regiment dis- 
covered, the enemy and retired to their 
lines, where the entire division awaited 
in intrenched position. The Iowa 
regiment and the Kansas regiment 
received the first shocle of the attack. 
Reserving their fire until the enemy 
was within 600 yards, the first volley 
of the Americans hit the rebels, who 
returned the fire wildly, the rest of 
their line failing to advance. The 
Americans, who thoroughly enjoyed 
the novelty of the situation, awaiting 
an attack, sallied forth, and the insur- 
gents thereupon turned and fled into 
the jungle. 

Gen. Funston’s brigade of Kansas 
and Montana regiments, and Gen. Hale’s 
brigade, the Seventeenth regiment and 
the Iowa regiment, constituted the 
force engaged. Aguinaldo is reported 
to have personally conducted the at- 
tack, and preparations were made for 
Several days to bring forward troops 
from Candaba, and others, from Dagui- 
pan, were transported by rail. Along 
the front of the Kansas regiment 39 reb- 
el dead were counted. The first news 
of the Filipino advance was reported 
by_a telegraph operator who was sent 
to the bridge at Apalit to ascertain the 
cause of the break in one of the wires. 
He was compelled to beat a hasty re- 
treat under fire. “ 

Tells of Luna’s Death, 

A Spanish officer who has been a 
prisoner in the hands of the rebels and 
who was released by Aguinaldo, has 
come through the lines to Manila. He 
claims to have been a witness of the 
assassination of Gen. Luna. According 
to his story, the relations between the 
two Filipino leaders had been strained 
to the breaking point because of Luna’s 
attempts to assume control of affairs, 
and the final rupture was forced by 
Aguinaldo issuing secret orders to the 
provincial governments, Luna: there- 
fore notified Aguinaldo, demanding 
copies of the documents, and Aguinaldo 
replied curtly that Luna was general 
of the army and that the civil govern- 
ment did not concern him. Luna, on 
opening the reply at his headquarters 
in the presence of his officers, exclaimed 
z hotly: “He will be dead to-morrow.” 

One officer, who was friendly to 
Aguinaldo, hastened to warn him, and 
Aguinaldo called together 20 trusted 
soliders, fellow-townsmen of his and 
stationed them around his house with 
instructions to kill anyone attempting.

The storm did immense damage 
on the farm of Fred Kennetz, who met 
his death. R. W. Hale, John Hale, A. W. 
Larsen, John Paulson, Gust _ Ruski, 
Christ Peterson, Knute Iverson also 
lost all they had. 7 

Omaha, Neb., June 17.—Severe at- 
mospherie disturbances have worried 
Nebraska» people ever since the Her- 
man cyclone. Thursday night and 
Friday threatening clouds drove peo- 


ple into the cellars, while rain fell in’ 


torrents all over the state, in some 
places accompanied by hail. At Prosser, 
in.

HITS THEM HARD. 


In Veto Messages Gov. Pingree Scores 
the Legislators for Failure to 
Pass Tax Measure, 


Lansing, Mich., June 17.—Gov. Pin- 
gree marked the closing day of the leg- 
islature by sending in veto messages 
which were made incidentally a me- 
dium for hotly criticising the legisla- 
ture for alleged failure to carry out 
the people's wishes. The governor ve- 
toed the amended beet sugar bounty 
bill, and also a bill appropriating $40,- 
000 for a state building and exhibit at 
the Pan-American exposition at Buf- 
falo,*. . 

The beet sugar bill, as originally 


passed, had been recalled from the | 
governor’s office, the governor having | 


recommended that the amount paid 
any sugar factory be limitéd to $25,000 
annually. No limit was inserted, how- 
ever, in the amended bill, which re- 
duced the manufacturer’s bounty from 
a cent to half a cent a pound. 

The veto message said: 


“This: legislature has passed no laws to 
equalize the burden of taxation and make 
corporate and other property pay its share 
of taxes. It was elected for the purpose of 
passing laws to equalize assessments and 
taxes, and to make railroads and other cor- 
porations pay as much taxes in proportion 
as the farmer and other small property 
owners. It has failed utterly to carry out 
the wish of the people in this respect. The 
tax dodger has either controlled. or ob- 
structed legislation. His interests have 
been carefully protected. The effort seems 
to have been made to appropriate as much 
money as possible, out of all proportion to 
the present income of the state, and to 
stifle all measures framed to make the tax 
dodger bear his and its share of the in- 
creased expense.”’ 

As to the Buffalo appropriation, the 
governor said: 

“If this republican legislature cannot af- 
ford to make the pay of Michigan’s volun- 
teers in the Spanish-American war at least 
one dollar per day, it certainly should not 
tax the soldier’s modest home for the pur- 
pose of raising a fund to enable tax dodgers 


to exhibit their wares in a neighboring 


state.”

A FAILURE. 


VIEWS OF PRES. ANGELL’ AND 
| DR. WENLEY. 


HOW DR. WENLEY HAD THEM 
ALL GUESSING. 


The New York World will publish to- 
morrow articles and interviews from 
all over the country on the question: 
“Is Co-Education a Failure?’ and 
asked its correspondent here to get the 
views of Dr. Angell and some cne pro- 
fessor. Dr. Wenley was Selected as the 


of the supposition that he would give 
out the opposite side from Dr. Angell’s 
pronounced favoritism for the svstem. 

When, Dr. Wenley was approached 
by the reporter he said: “Why am I se- 
lected as the unfortunate man to be in- 
terviewed ?”’ : ; 

“Because I anticipate something 
good,” said the reporter. “I understand 
you are not altogether in favor of co- 
education.”’ 


“They do not know raat I think 
about it,” said he. ‘I have told so 
many different stories that they do not 
know what I do believe. A year ago 
the Alumnae society held a meeting, 
and had invited me to address them on 
Co-education. Of course, I knew what 
they were going to do. All their best 
speakers were going to -be there and 
were fully prepared to get up on their 
feet and precipitate a discussion with 
me on the subject. They expected that 
I would say something against co-ed- 
ucation. Well, when I went there I 


praised co-education to the skies and | 


made them think it was the only prop- 
er system. But, mind you, in the mean- 
time I had sent for all the newspaper 
reporters and gave them private inter- 
views in which I damned co-education 
from one end of the earth to the other. 
About the time the address was 
through, the newsboys were up around 
the buildings shouting: ‘All About Prof. 
Wenley Against Co-Education.’ 
“What did I do? Why, L 
turned around to those 


simply 
“women and 


damned the newspaper reporters.” 


When Dr. Angell was seen and asked 
for his opinion on “Is Co-Education a 
Failure?” he said: “You might just as 
well ask me if virtue is unrespectable. 
There is no chance for entertaining but 
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IT IS NOT

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| professor to be interviewed on account 


one opinion. Is co-education a failure? 


We would say ‘no,’ and say it very em- 
phatically in Michigan. If it is a failure 
surely our 29 years of experience would 
The west grasps 
the idea of co-education more readily 
than the east. In the east they have 
separate preparatory schools, while 
in the west the boys and girls are edu- 
cated in the high schools together. 
Therefore here there is no violent tran- 
sition, and it is accepted without ques- 
tion. At the Michigan University when 
the system was incorporated it was 
because popular opinion demanded it. 
There was a clamor for it. Say ‘no’ to 
the question, and say it emphatically.” 

Said Dr. Wenley in answer to the 
question: 

“Its comparative banality, notwith- 
standing the question, ‘Is co-education 
a failure?’ still serves to arouse angry 
passions. This seems a little unneces- 
sary, for the query cannot be answered 


yet. Of course, if one elect to consider ! 


it purely as a matter of educational 
machinery, the reply is plain enough. 
On the whole, Michigan, the western 
state universities and the universities 
of Scotland, as well as many less im- 
portant institutions, afford ample evi- 
dence for the affirmative. But this hap- 
pens to be an entirely superficial prob- 
lem, even although it also happens to 
be the one obtruded on all hand, and 
therefore the main subject of discus- 
sion. The deeper aspect of the question, 
the one of which solution lies in the 
unrevealed future, might be put in an 
old epigram, slightly altered for the oc- 
casion:

If three of the six of. the committee 
of the common council of the city of 
Ann Arbor have their way about it, gas 
for street lighting. will be given a trial. 

The special committee appointed at 
the last meeting of the common coun- 
cil to investigate the subject of the re- 
moval of poles from Washington st., in 
the paving district, consisted of Alds. 
Brown, Coon, Grose, Dieterle, Richards 
and City Attorney Norris. i 

When the first meeting was held, Su-

perintendent Douglas was asked for a ; 


proposition for lighting the district 
with gas, inasmuch as the electric light 
company could not get along without 
scme poles on the street and inasmuch 
as (with one or two exceptions) the 
property owners had petitioned for the 
removal of all poles. 

Many people thought this was a bluff 
to make the electrie-light people come 
to terms, ; 

But it seems it was not, : 

It looks as the request for a gas light 
proposition was bona fide. 

Alds. Dieterle and Richards and the 


city attorney were present last even- 


ine. 


-. Mr. Beal, of the electric light com- 


pany, presented his solution of the 
matter. He said ' he had been to Detroit 
and found that he could put an 18 foot 
mast arm extendirg from a pole into 
the street. It would be from 16 to 20 
feet above the pavement. By putting 
on opalesque globes, 
would be in the face of the drivers 
along the street. The mast would be 


of 1% inch gas pipe. This would do 
away. with all poles along one side of 
the street. 

After receiveng the report Mr. Norris 
gave him a gentle hint to retire while 
they could confer with Mr. Douglas. 

‘No sooner had Mr. Beal and Mr. Ste- 
vens left the room than Mr. Nor- 
ris inquired of the committee if they 
understood. Mr. Beal’s proposition. 

Ald. Richerds—‘‘We understand that 
proposition, but that don’t get the poles 
off the street.” l 

Mr. Norris—‘Of course everybody 
wants the poles off the street, and we 
have got him started, anyway,” 

Then Mr. Douglas, of the gas com- 
pany, was asked what he had to say. 

Mr. Douglas—‘We can light the 
street and light it well. I had hoped to 
make you a very low bid, but I find we 
have to pay a rental of $8.50 a year for 
the lamps. We can- furnish yon, 
though, with the very best Welsbach 
iamps, 120 candle power, for the street.” 

His figures and estimates were as 
follows from Ashley to Fifth ave.:

Mr. Norris— Have they got that 
many electric lights on Washington st.? 
I guess the Dutch have got lights for 
every block as far as the Dutch inhabit 
the First ward.” 

Ald. Dieterle got touched off like a 
rocket with a match applied to the fuse. 
“I guess the Dutch can find their way 
home whether they have got lights on 
every block or not,” said he. 

“Yes,” said Attorney Norris, ‘but 
they have got the lights just the same.’’ 

Then turning to Mr. Douglas he in- 
quired what would be the matter of his 
getting one of his lamps up in shave 
before next Monday, so that the alder- 
men could see how they worked. 

Mr. Douglas—‘“‘I didn’t get any lamp 
here because I thought you were nang- 
ing this thing up for a bluft.” 

Mr. Norris—‘‘No we are not hanging 
it: up for a bluff at ah. We- are: in 
earnest.” 

Mr. Douglas—‘“‘I think I can put on 
exhibition on that street lights that 
will please the people, so that when the 
contract held by the electrie light peo- 
ple expires we can get a show.”’ 

Mr. Norris—“I am in favor of trying 
gas.” 

Alds. Richards and Dieterle—‘‘We are 
all in favor of it.” ; 

It was decided to recommend to the 
council that the electric light poles he 
removed from the street, and that, as a 
substitute, gas be used. 

The committee then adjourned.

DETROIT WON. THE TRAGK MEET 
AND THAT'S ALL. 


ANY ARBOR CAPTURED BOTH 
BASE3ALL AND TEXNIS, 


The Detroit high school won the dual 
meet from the Ann Arbor high school 
yesterday by a score of 75 to 59, but 
the A. A. H. S. won the ball game by 
12 to 6. : . 

The program opened with a quarter- 
mile bicycle race with two entries from 
each school. Dodds, of Detroit, took 
the lead and held it all the way. Whit- 
lark; of Ann Arbor, finished second, 
and Woodward, of Detroit, third. 

In the 440 yard run the distance was 
too long for Dhu, of Ann Arbor, and he 
quit. Coon,, of Ann Arbor, won first 
with a nice little sprint at the end of 
the course, however, while Baker and

A pretty race was put up in the 120- 
yard hurdles between Tucker, of Ann 
Arbor, and Standish, of Detroit.

VIEWS OF PRES. ANGELL AND 
| DR. WENLEY, 


HOW DR. WENLEY HAD THEM 


ALL GUESSING, 


The New York World will publish to- 
morrow articles and interviews from 
all over the country on the question: 
“Is Co-Education a Failure?’ and 
asked its correspondent here to get the 
views of Dr. Angell and some cne pro- 
fessor. Dr. Wenley was selected as the 


} professor to be interviewed on account 


of the supposition that he would give 
out the opposite side from Dr. Angell’s 
pronounced favoritism for the svstem: 

When, Dr. Wenley was approacned 
by the reporter he said: “Why am I se- 
lected as the unfortunate man to be in- 
terviewed ?’’ 

“Because I anticipate something 
good,” said the reporter. ‘I understand 
you are not altogether in favor of co- 
education.”’ 


“They -do not know 
about it,’ said he. ‘I have told so 
many different stories that they do not 
know what I do believe. A year ago 
the Alumnae society held a meeting, 
and had invited me to address them on 
Co-education. Of course, I knew what 
they were going to do. All their best 
speakers were going to -be there and 
were fully prepared to get up on their 
feet and precipitate a discussion with 
me on the subject. They expected that 
I would say something against co-ed- 
-ucation. Well, when I went there I 


praised co-education to the skies and | 


made them think it was the only prop- 
er system. But, mind you, in the mean- 
time I had sent for all the newspaper 
reporters and gave them private inter- 
views in which I damned co-education 
from one end of the earth to the other. 
About the time the address was 
through, the newsboys were up around 
the buildings shouting: ‘All About Prof. 
Wenley Against Co-Education.’ 
What aid J do?. Why; 2. «simply 
turned around to those -women and 


damned the newspaper reporters.” 


When Dr. Angell was seen and asked 
for his opinion on “Is Co-Education a 
Failure?” he said: “Yoù might just as 
well ask me if virtue is unrespectable. 
There is no chance for entertaining but 
one opinion. Is co-education a failure? 
We would say ‘no,’ and say it very em- 
phatically in Michigan. If it is a failure 
Surely our 29 years of experience would 
have demonstrated it. The west grasps 
the idea of co-education more readily 
than the east. In the east they have 
Separate preparatory schools, while 
in the west the boys and girls are edu- 
cated in the high -schools together. 
Therefore here there is no violent tran- 
sition, and it is accepted without ques- 
tion. At the Michigan University when 
the system was incorporated it was 
because popular opinion demanded it. 
There was a clamor for it. Say ‘no’ to 
the question, and say it emphatically.” 

Said Dr. Wenley in answer to the 
question: 

“Its comparative. banality, notwith- 
standing the question, ‘Is co-education 
a failure?’ still serves to arouse angry 
passions. This seems a little unneces- 
sary, for the query cannot be answered 
yet. 
it purely as a matter of educational 
machinery, the reply is plain enough. 
On the whole, Michigan, the western 
state universities and the universities 
of Scotland, as well as many less im- 
portant institutions, afford ample evi- 
dence for the affirmative. But this hap- 
pens to be an entirely superficial prob- 
lem, even although it also happens to 
be the one obtruded on all hand, and 
therefore the main subject of discus- 
sion. The deeper aspect of the question, 
the one of which solution lies in the 
unrevealed future, might be put in an 
old epigram, slightly altered for the oc- 
casion: 


Why should we complain 
times are bad, 
Pursuing a querulous strain, 
When woman gives up all the rights 
that she had, 
What right had she left to complain? 


“We all know and are weary of the 
current ‘cant’ about giving women a 
chance, affording them opportunities to 
develop themselves and the like; famil- 
iarity discounts it. On the contrary, 
the essential difficulty is, what in- 
fluence may the spreading and compar- 
atively new conditions be expected to 
exert upon social relations? This, as I 
believe, cannot be foreseen today; we 
do not possess-the data necessary even 
to a possible guess. The consequences 
may be for good, they may be for evil. 
In either case we certainly cannot af- 
ford to prophecy now. Perhaps some

The mast would be 
of 1% inch gas pipe. This would do 
away. with all poles along one side of 
the street. ; 

After receiveng the report Mr. Norris 
gave him a gentle hint to retire while 
they could confer with Mr. Douglas.

The Detroit high school won the dual 
meet from the Ann Arbor high school 
yesterday by a score of 75 to 59, but

The program opened with a quarter- 
mile bicycle race with two entries from 
each school. Dodds, of Detroit, took 
the lead and held it all the way. Whit- 
lark, of Ann Arbor, finished second, 
and Woodward, of Detroit, third. 

In the 440 yard run the distance was 
too long for Dhu, of Ann Arbor, and he 
quit. Coon,, of Ann Arbor, won first 
With a nice little sprint at the end of 
the course, however, While Baker and 


Gardner, of the Detroit school, finished 
second and third. 

A pretty race was put up in the 120- 
yard hurdles between Tucker, of Ann 
Arbor, and Standish, of Detroit. From 
the first hurdle to the last one the two 
runners were right together, going over 
at almost the same instant and coming 
down together to dash for the next one. 
Tucker won in a sprint that took him 
over the last hurdle a little in the lead, 
and over the line winner by not over six 
feet. 

In the half-mile run there was a close 
finish between Knox, of Ann Arbor, and 
Stone, of Detroit. Knox won easily. 

Tucker, of Ann Arbor, held his su- 
premacy over the hurdles in a 220-yard 
race, While James, of Detroit, took sec- 
ond, and Childs, of Ann Arbor, third.

ALUMI ADDRESS, 


The exordium of the alumni celebra- 
tion of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
high school, of which the evening’s 
banquet was the peroration, was the 
reunion held in the afternoon in the 
Methodist church, with an address by 
Gen. Byron M. Cutcheon, of Grand 
Rapids. The church was filled with 
graduates’ of the city’s seat of learn- 
ing, from the class member of the early 
fifties to the graduates of the present 
year, with many frum without the city, 

Gen. Cutcheon’s paper was an his- 
torical ‘sketch of the school, from itg 
advent into the world ag a private sem- 
inary, through its transference into the 
guardianship of the city in 1849, and its 
subsequent career to the vigorous mid- 
dle age it now enjoys. Perhaps the in- 
dividual who has most clearly im- 
pressed his own character apon the in- 
stitution and has to the greatest degree 
built it up by his personal force and 
ability, was Joseph Esterbrook, who oc- 
cupied the position of principal from 
1853 to 1866. The school was at that 
period passing through the formative 
phase of its life, and then, if ever, need- 
ed a firm and judicious mind in domi- 
nation. Prof Esterbrook encouraged 
the presence of students from other 


cities, and the result of these efforts, 
combined with the lack of other insti- 
tions of a like worth throughout the 


‘state, was that more than two-thirds 


of the scholars were at one time non- 
residents of the city. The school, un- 
der the regime of Prof. Esterbrook, 
was pervaded by an air of piety and re- 
ligion which the present spirit of the 
times makes no longer possible. 

Gen. Cutcheon called attention to the 
remarkable record the graduates have 
made in the world of affairs and the 
noble showing they made on the ros- 
ters of the civil war, The younger gen- 
erations present in the audience and 
comparatively recent arrivals in the 
city were treated to a great many sur- 
prises when successful men about the 
state, who had not hitherto been sus- 
pected of being one time Ypsilantians 
were shown by Gen. Cutcheon to be in- 
deed alumni of the old “High.”
